New church in St. 


Albert 


for St. Peter's parish 


While the whole world changes = changes so rapidly 
that it is difficult, if not impossible, for man to keep 
abreast of it, the faith of the church does not, 

The new St, Peter’s Evangelical Lutheran Church 
has been designed to reflect the steadfast, never- 
changing power and strength of a church built on the 
Rock of Peter’s confession of faith in the Christ: 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of the Living God.’’ 


Architect Peter Hemingway has planned the structural 
design and use of materials to express this concept. 
A huge triangular slab of slate forms the roof, and tri- 
angles form two glass and concrete domes over the 
entry and vestibule area, suggesting the holy trinity, 

Solid squared concrete forms the entry, which with 
barred doorway and ring are reminiscent of the early 
church in St, Peter’s time. Open beams of sand-blasted 
wood and simply cut concrete for walls, altar and 
baptismal font, will carry out the idea ofsolid rock-like 
strength in the interior. 


The shape of the chureh, which is wider than it is 
long, was planned to bring the congregation close to the 
altar and the pastor, with wide pews in a close semi 
circle, rather than rows of pews stretching far back 
from the altar, indirect lighting will supplement that 
from the skylight in the roof at the rear of the church, 


The $45,000 structure will have a capacity for 130 
to begin with, and will be ableto serve a parish of about 
260 members, An enclosed space at the back of the 
church, behind the altar area will serve as a Christian 
education centre, but as the parish grows this space 
may be used to enlarge the church, and a separate 
building erected for education, 


St. Peter’s Evangelical Church is a member of Wis- 
consin Evangelical Synod, the largest conservative 
Lutheran Church body. 


It is expected the building, going up in Strand Place, 
will be completed in early May. Contractors are Hart 
Construction Ltd, 


The parish is served by Pastor Daniel Deutschlander,

Your child and 
money management 


By Pat Prymak, 

District Home Economist 
CAN CHILDREN LEARN TO 
MANAGE MONEY? 

Society today is affluent, 
generally, Yet many people 
cannot manage money skill- 
fully, Money controls them, 
they don’t control the money, 

Children are more and 
more becoming the targets 
of advertizing (as I’m sure 
every parent has noticed this 
past Christmas season!) Une 
less they are taught skill in 
planning the use of their 
money, wisdom in purchas= 
ing, the advantage of regular 
saving and how to use credit 
wisely, they are headed for 
even more difficulties than 
their parents have had, 

The family provides the 
largest portion of training 
a child in the use - or mise 
use of money. What example 
are you showing? 

ASK YOURSELF: 

1. Does our child, accor- 
ding to a definite plan, re- 
ceive some money that he 
is responsible to manage? 

No child can learnte man- 
age money if he doesn’t have 
any to control. Children 
usually acquire money in one 
of three ways: as a dole, as 
allowance, or through earn- 
ings. Each way has advane 


tages and disadvantages, If 
you are using the dole sys- 
tem, why not keep track for 
two weeks how much you 
‘dole’ out to one child, You 
may learn that your child 
is becoming more skillful 
in managing parents than in 
managing money, The child 
who earns his money is 
learning more about what 
money really means in 
terms of time and effort 
than the one receiving the 
dole or allowance, Giving 
allowances should go hand- 
in-hand with giving guidance 
as to its use, Setting stan- 
dards and deciding policies 
for using the allowance help 
the child manage his money 
not mis-manage it! Involve 
your child in deciding how 
much and what responsibil- 
ities he has forits use. Lay= 
ing down the law does not 
teach management, 

2. Should we gradually ine 
crease the amounts of our 
child’s income and the res- 
ponsibilities he assumes? 

A question to answer a 
question: Does a child’s 
needs and maturity change 
as he grows older? 

3. Do we give our child 
the opportunity to share in 
family financial planning so 
that he can see the relation- 


Mr. Yelland reports — 
on rapeseed distribution 


The volume of Canbra oil 
producing rapeseed distri- 
buted to Alberta’s pedigreed 
seed growers this spring 
will be sufficient to provide 
enough certified seed to 
plant the province’s entire 
1972 rapeseed crop, says 
Sherman Yelland, cereal and 
oll seeds crops specialist 
with the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture. Canbra oil 
producing rapeseed contains 
not more than 3.5 per cent 
erucic acid. 

Mr. Yelland reports that 
60,000 pounds of foundation 
seed of the Canbra oll-pro- 
ducing variety, Span, and 
4,500 pounds of foundation 
seed of the Canbra oll-pro« 
ducing, Zephyr, will be dis- 
tributed by the Alberta stock 
seed distribution committee 
this spring. The committee 
will choose the pedigree 
growers who will receive 
the foundation and breeder 
seed. 

The Canada Department of 
Agriculture has not yet ann- 
ounced its distribution plans 
regarding a limited amount 
of certified Span tobe grown 
this summer so that domes- 
tle and export crushers have 
enough Canbra oil-produc- 
ing rapeseed next fall to get 
experience in crushing and 
processing it before the 
complete changeover to the 
Canbra oil-producing var- 
leties in 1972. According to 
Mr. Yelland, it is expected 
that about 1 1/2 million 
pounds of certified Span seed 
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will be distributed to the 
crushers and sead trade for 
them to contract out to 
prairie farmers in early 
April. Rapeseed growers 
who would like to apply for 
a contract should contact 
their seed company orrape- 
seed crushing company, he 
says, The Western Canadian 
Seed Processors Ltd., Leth- 
bridge is the only rapeseed 
crushing company in Alb- 
erta, 

Span, the key variety in 
the changeover, is an early 
Polish type turnip rape 
which is very similar to 
Echo, except that it is low 
in erucic acid, Limited tests 
have shown that itis slightly 
lower yielding and slightly 
earlier than Echo. 

Zephyr is an Argentine 
low erucic acid variety 
which matures slightly earl- 
fer than Target and yields 
at least equal to it, It mat- 
ures 10 days to three weeks 
later than Span. 

Oro, the other low erucie 
acid Argentine variety, was 
licensed in 1968, but is def- 
initely not recommended for 
Alberta because of its late 
maturity, It matures three 
to five days later than 
Zephyr., 

Mr, Yelland stresses that 
Canbra oil-producing rape- 
seed varieties should be 
grown on land that has not 
grown mustard or other 
rapeseed varieties for at 
least four years, and that

5, Do we give our child 
an opportunity to learn save 
ing for aconcrete objective? 

Saving with a definite pure 
pose in mind is satisfying. 

Guide your child posite 
ively. Each child needs help 
in his own way. Guidance is 
parent=child team-work, It 
involves good coaching, not 
dictation; and pr ‘se for 
accomplishments, not ‘I 
told you so’’ when decisions 
don’t work out perfectly. 


the land must be free of 
wild mustard and other hard 
to separate weeds like pig- 
weed.

thus, easily contaminated by 
adjacent rape crops, and 
even by volunteer rape 
plants in an adjacent cereal 
crop. Finally, since Canada 
wants to lead the world in 
supplying high quality Can- 
bra oil, only certified rape~ 
seed of the canbra oil-pro- 
ducing varieties should be 
grown next year, Mr, Yell- 
and says,

“Rapeseed - Canada’s ‘Cine

Feed for livestock is only 
as good as the quality or 
food value, Hence one should 
know the make-up or nut- 
rient composition of the 
feed. Hcw much protein, cal- 
cium, phosphorous, vitamin 
A, etc., does the feed have? 
These components are ime 
portant with regard to a 
balanced ration and to detere 
mine the flexibility of cheap- 
er feeds. A farmer can base 
his decision on an analysis 
when he purchases feed. 
Therefore, not only can he 
save dollars by using a bale 
anced ration, but he can also 
determine what his best buy 
will be. 


Warble 


The time is fast approach- 
ing when all dairy cattle 
will have to be treated for 
warble control, For those 
who wish to treat their own 
cattle, we will again be hand- 
ling Rotenone in small 
amounts, For those who wish 
to have their herd sprayed, 
we would ask you to contact 
the service board office in 
the MD Building in Morin- 
ville, and make arrangee 
ments for this service. 
There were quite a number 
of beef herds that were not 
treated last fall and these 
will have to be done soon, 

The pour-on treatment 
can be used after March lst, 
If you have a louse problem, 
I would advise you to have 
them sprayed with Co-Ral 
as this gives one hundred 
per cent louse control along 
with warble grub control, 

Your service board will 
be making a check on herds 
this spring and any herd 
found that has not beentreat- 
ed will have to be treated, 

We have received very 
good co-operation from the 
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Calgary Power and Cana- 
dian Utilities will also have 
a booth to provide farmers 
with information on electri- 
cal system components in- 
cluding the ‘‘soft-start’’ 
single-phase motor, design- 
ed specifically for farm use, 
Lighting systems will also 
be featured,
